I  am  very  much  interested  in  legislation  which  will 
permit  displaced  persons  of  Poland  the  right  to  enter  this 
country  without  regard  to  the  present  quota  limit. 

I  have  filed  my  own  bill  to  accomplish  this  purpose 
and  had  hoped  that  it  would  be  possible  to  secure  action  upon 
it.  So  far,  the  Committee  has  held  hearings  on  the  Stratton 
bill  but  has  never  made  a  report, 

I  assure  you  that  I  shall  vote  for  legislation  to 
permit  the  entrance  of  Polish  displaced  persons  as  soon  as  I 
have  the  opportunity.

After  a  great  deal  of  difficulty,  I  have  been  able 
to  find  out  from  the  State  I^epartment  that  the  action  of  the 
Consul  in  Warsaw  in  refusing  a  passport  to  Mr.  Stanislav  Ludwin 
has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  He view  here. 

As  you  stated  in  your  letter,  Mr.  Ludwin  voted  in  a 
Polish  election;  and,  under  the  law,  he  is,  therefore,  expatriated. 
The  only  way  in  which  he  can  secure  relief  is  to  obtain 
documentary  proof  that  he  v/as  compelled  to  do  so.  If  he  is  able 
to  obtain  such  evidence,  it  shoiold  be  presented  to  the  Consul 
who  will  then  refer  the  evidence  to  a  Board  of  Heview  for  re¬ 
consideration. 

Please  let  me  know  if  Mr.  Ludv/in  if  able  to  secure 
such  evidence,  and  I  v/ill  be  happy  to  see  tliat  it  is  given  every 
consideration  by  the  State  Department.
